Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that the proposed "means plus 
function" language of the claims in the amendment filed August 22, 2005 must limit the corresponding structure to that specifcally 
disclosed in the specification and in the drawings, and thus, the amended claims have a different scope than the claims set forth in US 
Patent no. 6,627,155. This argument is not persuasive since 35 USC 112, sixth paragraph states that a claim limitation expressed in 
means plus function language "shall be construed to cover the corresponding structure... described in the specification and equivalents 
thereof. Therefore, any equivalents that can perform the function of a dehumidifier, an oxidizer , a dust filter, etc. can be used according 
to the proposed amended claims.
